The new treaty of Alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Japan was 
referred to the Privy Council this

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‘The preamble provides: first for the 
preservation of the general peace in 
the Far Fast and India ; secondly for 
the indep2ndence and integrity of 
China, and equal opportunity shere- 
in forall nations in commerce and 
industry; and thirdly for the pre: 
servation of the territorial rigbts and 
special interests of Great Britain and 
Japan in the Far East and in India. 

There are eight Articles which 
provide for military cooperation be- 
tween the High Contracting Parties 
even against a single enemy of either ; 
for the settlement of the conditions 
and methods of such cooperation by 
the respective military and naval 
authorities; for the recognition by 
Great Britain of Japan’s steps to 
exert a protectorate over Corea; and 
for the recognition by Japan of 
Great Britain’s steps to secure her 
territorial rights in India.

interests in those spheres, 
- Article I—'Lhe two Governments, 
whenever their rights and interests 
are jeopardised, shall communicate 
with each other fully and frankly and 
consider jointly the measures to be 
taken to safeguard those interests. 

Article IZ—If by reason of the 
unprovoked attack, or the aggres- 
sive action, wherever arising, on the 
part of any Power or Powers. either 
of the High Contracting Parties 
shall be involved in war in defence 
of its territorial rights and interests, 
the other Party will at once come to 
the assistance of its Ally, will conduct 
the war in common, and make peace 
in mutual agreement with its Ally, 

Article ITT—Japan possesslng par-

Article V—The High Contracting 
Parties agree that neither will, with- 
out consulting the other, enter into 
separate arrangements with another 
Power to prejudice the cbjects speci- 
fied in the Preamble, 

Article VI refers to the Russo- 
Japanese war, Great Britain under- 
takes to maintain strict neutrality, 
but to come to the assistance of 
Japan in the event of attack on her 
by another Power. 

Article VII—The conditions under 
which armed assistance shall be 
rendered shall be’ arranged by the 
military and naval authorities of the 
High Contracting Parties, who shall 
consult one another fully and freely 
fcom time to time. 

Article VILI—The present Agree- 
ment shall he for a term of ten years, 
but.it shall be terminable by a year’s 
notice on either side—Reuter,

In a letter dated the 6th inst. 
Lord Lansdowne instructs Sir Charles 
Hardinge (British Ambassador at 
St. Petersburg) 1o communicat» the 
text of the Treaty with Japan to the 
Russian Government. He explains 
that the Treaty which was signed on 
the 12th ult. was not published 
hitherto in_view of the pence nego- 
tiations.

We noted with udmiration not long ago 
the “ Rudiments of Hydrographical Sur- 
veying,” by Mr. Richard Braun, Harbour- 
master in the Imperial \Customs Service, 
and we have now received the second 
part of the book, well printed and nont- 
ly bound, wt Hongkong, by the “South 
Chinn Morning Post,” La. Like tho 
first part, the second part is essentially 
practical’ and very cleur, the endeavour 
of Mr. Braun having been, he tolls us in 
his introduction, “to reduce the puro 
mathematical aud astronomical part as 
much as possible, so as not to cram the 
student with superfuous problems, but 
to simplify those witch are really 
necessary, and to eucourage him to do 
solid practical work in the field, in the 
bont, and at the drawing-bonrd.” With 
this exeellent end in view, Mr. Braun 
leads the student in this part through 
chapters on logarithms, trigonomotry, 
the sextant, with exercises in its use, 
the altitudes of celestial bodies, tho 
calculation of the vnknown sides of a 
triangle by sines, plotting angles by 
calculated chords, fixing soundings by 
sextant angles and plotting ‘same, A 
chapter follows ou buoys and beacons 
and wreck-marking boats; and thoro is a 
final chapter headed  Recapitulation,” 
which is accompanied by a chart, show- 
ing a survey of a reach in a large river. 
There are several invaluable appendices, 
and there is a very useful index. Tho 
text is illustrated by eighty diagrams in 
addition to the chart. ‘Tho traveller in 
China, as well as’the student, will find 
Mr. Brauu’s treatise a most interesting 
and informing companion.

THE ANTI-PEACE 
FEELING _IN JAPAN. 


25th September. 
Noraine could be more significant 
of the temporary nature of the 
ebullition against the Government 
in Japan, than the announcement in 
the latest Japan papers received, that 
a grent representative meeting of| 
delegates from many parts of the em- 
pire is to be held, to pass resolutions 
condemning the treaty of peace with 
Russia; and it is to be held as soon 
as possible, because it is feared that 
when the treaty is once ratified, the 
people will accept the fait accompli, 
and settle down to the pexceful work 
that lies before thew. Japan could 
undoubtedly have “done well,” as 
the saying is, with a big indemnity, 
and having to forego it is a great 
disappointment, But there are three 
arguments that will assuredly have 
their effect when the first acute 
feeling of disappointment has passed. 
Japan wanted peace, though per- 
fectly able to continue the war, if 
necessary; she hus gained and se- 
cured by treaty far more than the 
original objects of the war; the 
Government had to recognise, un- 
plensant as the recognition was, that 
even if they fought for one year or 
two yers more, they would be no 
nerer getting an indewnity in 
money frow Russia than they are 
now. Iv is these considerations, no 
doubt, which have induced Marquis 
Saionji to advise his followers in 
the Seiyu-kai, the strongest of the 
Opposition parties, to be prudent 
and moderate, and not to tike any 
precipitate action. Already the op- 
position .has largely been diverted 
from the treaty itself to the Cabinet 
which is saddled with the respon- 
sibility of making it. The truth is 
that the Cabinet hus had the moral 
courage to recognise the real posi- 
tion and the course that was best 
for the country, and the pluck to 
abjure the ephemeral laudation it 
would have earned by withdrawin, 
from. the conference at Portsmout! 
and proclaiming its determina- 
tion to carry on the war to the 
bitter end. But the outside world, 
the real friends of Japan as well as 
those who think it to their interest 
to assume the garb of friendship now 
that she has shown what a redoubt- 
able enemy she can be, has been 
unanimous in praising her prudence 
and moderation ; and if the Japanese 
Cabinet had determined to continue 
the war, they would have had to 
answer at’ the bar of the world for the 
fresh loss of tens. of thousands of 
lives and the further vast expendi- 
ture of their country’s not unlimited 
resources, and to show what com- 
mensurate advantages they had 
gained. In the words of Mrs. Apcar, 
some of whose admirable articles, 





“A Woman's Views about the War,” 
have been reprinted in our columns 
from the “Japan Advertiser” :— 

“It may truly be said that Japan 
has lived more in the past few days 
since the terms of the peace agree- 
ment have become known than in 
the preceding nineteen m nths of 
the war, The peace terms have 
come upon the nation at large like a 
thunderbolt or an avalanche. After 
the unlimited sacrifices which the 
people had made, not only silently, 
but willingly and gladly in the service 
of the country, after the gigantic 
successes and the unparalleled 
heroism and valour of the Army and 
Navy, a supposed disadvantageous 
peace is like unto Dead Sea fruit 
that only yields bitterness in the 
mouth. But after the first over- 
whelming shock of. disappointment 
—a disappointment no doubt partly 
engendered by unrealised great ex 
pectations that were only natural to’ 
be fostered under such along and 
unbroken series of brilliant victories 
on sea and land—after the first over- 
whelming shock, calm’ thought aad 
careful reflection leant heavily on 
the side of the wisdom that has 
decided to accept a peace although 
falling short of great expectations, 
rather than continue an exhaustive 
war; for all wars are exhaustive, 
even when indulged by the. richest: 
and most powerfal of nations, and 
the statesman who foresees the 
fature, in loyally serving his country, 
cannot but try to save her from such 
a ruinous drain.” 

‘The Japanese are naturally sensi 
tive to foreign opinion, ‘The opinion 
of the English and America news- 
papers they know ; it may be summed 
up in the few but telling words in 
which the Associated Pres announc- 
ed from Portsmouth on the 29th of 
August last that peace was assured: 
“For the sake of peace the Japanese 
with a magnanimity worthy of their’ 
heroic achievements in this war, met 
the ultimatum of the Czar rae 
The Japanese Government has also 
done well to publish the opinions of 
some of the leading German papers. 
They warn Jupan that such a display 
of revolt against the Government as 
would imperial the ratification of the 
treaty would very seriously endanger 
the high opinion held in the West of 
her civilisation, and the position slie 
has acquired’ among the Great 
Powers. “It is earnestly to be 
hoped,” say the Berlin papers, “that 
the Japanese people will soon realise 
that Japan’s diplomacy has not been 
at fault, as the country can obtain by 
peaceful development great advav- 
tages from the concessions she has 
obtained ‘as a consequence of -the 
Portsmouth negotiations.” ‘The argu- 
ments of the “Vossische Zeitung” 
are almost a reproduction of what has 
been already written here. It says :— 

“The fact that the Czar has found 








iv necessary to agree to the conclusion 


of peace is a great moral victory for 
Japan, The Japanese public does not 
appear as yet to appreciate what has 
been secured-as'a result of the nego- 
tiations. It is true that if Japan 
could have made Russia accept all 
her terms she would have gained a 
wonderful diplomatic success, but the 
infliction of such an indignity upon 
Russia would certainly have caused 
the latter to meditate another war. . 
We very much hope that a more 
reasonable view of the Portsmouth 
negotiations will shortly prevail in 
iapan, ‘The sooner the Japanese 
dissatisfaction as to the peace terms 
disappears, the grenter will be the re- 
cognition by the Powers of the high 
qualities of the Japanese nation. 
‘The lntter seems to consider at pre- 
sent that it has lost by poor diplo- 
macy what it gained by the sword, 
but the fact is that what Japan has 
gained through the negotiations is of 
more advantage to her than anything 
she could have secured-by the con- 
tinuance of the war.” 

It is an unfortunate thing for 
Japan that the cables between 
Nagasaki and Shanghai were in- 
terrupted by ‘the typhoons just ab 
the time of the rioting, ‘The im- 
pression received at home was that 
the Japanese Government was sup- 
pressing the news, and that the riot- 
ing was far worse than the reality 
Very exaggerated accounts appenred 
in the home papers, the most, 
unfounded of these being that the 
movement was anti-foreign, and thab 
there was a very strong feeling in 
Japan against President Roosevelt. 
Japan may ask those who are dis- 

josed to urgue from the rioting ab 

‘okio that her civilisation is only a 
veneer, what Western nation has not 
had its rjots within the lust. fifty 
years, however old its civilisation ? 
Finally, we may well close with the 
concluding paragraph of Mrs, Apear’s 
article :— 

“Let the Japanese people preserve, 
their national characteristics of or- 
derliness and kindliness as their 
most precious possession, never to 

e cast aside; let them remember 
that by their unique unity they have 
achieved their brilliant roll of vic-. 
tories, and that it is only” by ‘this 
unity that they can remain strong 
and unconquerable for ever. Like 
an illuminated page this story of our. 
own times, of a nation’s sacrifice and 
heroism, must ever remain in the 
world’s book of history. Let the 
Japanese people be content. that 
such an illuminated page is theirs 
and cast no shadow over its bright- 
ness.”

FATE OF WEIKAIWEL

‘Arrer a long period of playing 
fast and loose with those interested 
in the future of Weihaiwei, the 
Government have apparently an- 
nounced their iitention to abandon 
.the harbour ‘as a naval base, The 
decision comes as a cruel blow to 
those who have put their faith in 
the future of the ‘place as a British 
dependency, for it is not to be sup- 
posed that the status of an open port 
pure and simple, which Weihaiwei 
will now probably take on, will mean 
for it a large measure of prosperity, 
with more favourably situated rivals 
already in the province... There is 
always the possibility, of course, that 
another Government may chan; fe the

THE MIXED COURT. 


26th September. 

AFTER numerous alarms and ex- 
cursions, in which the attitude of 
the Consular Body has been on the 
whole decidedly friendly, and that 
of the Chinese authorities as de- 
cidedly the opposita, the Municipal 
Council has. been finally successful 
in, its landable endeavour to reform 
some of the abuses which have-ac- 
cumulated in the Mixed Court under 
some of the recent magistrates, not 
including, however, the present one, 
Mr, Kuan Chun. The latter and most 
important part of what is a long 
story was told in the minutes pub- 
lished. last. week -of. the . meeting of 
the Municipal Council held on the 
18th instant, arid of this we propose 
to.give.a summary. 

‘The concluding chapter, then, of 


while he has been working to secure 
the promotion he has at last received, 
has been particularly obstructive, to 
the Senior Consul, dated the 21st 
of June last, in which the Taotai 
complains that the Municipal Police 
were endeavouring to usurp the 
power of the Mixed Court, whose 
proceedings “for several tens of 
years” had “been carried on accord- 
ing to the rules laid dows by the 
Tsungli Yamén nnd the Foreign 
Ministers in Peking.” ‘his letter 
was duly transmitted to the Counci!, 
with similar letters from the Mixed 
Court Magistra'e, whose dignity 
was outraged, to the Secretary of 
the Council and the Captain-Su- 
perintendent of Volice, and the 
Council answered on the 4th of 
July. In their opening paragraph 
the Couneil give a brief and clear 
summary of the situation; the 
changes for which they are called to 
account, they say, “have been ren- 
dered necessary by the action of 
the magistrate in failing to carry 
out sentences which hive been 
given with the due concurrence of 
the Consular assessors.” The chief 
abuses which have sprung up in 
consequence of “the obstructivene-s 
of the magistrate or the rapacity of 
his runners” are thus cited :— 

(a) Failure to ndminister blows, 

(b) Unwarrauted detention of pri- 

soners after receipt of blows. 

(c) Refusal to give sont-nce in cases 
properly punishable with impri- 
sontnent. 

(d) The levy of squeezes on prisoners 
in addition to, or in substitution 
for, the fine or other punishment 
awarded, 

The custom was that, nfter the 

magistrate and assessor agreed on 
a certain punishment, the runners 
lightened the sentence in the case of 
prisoners who could buy their bene= 
volence, and increased it for those 
who were too poor to insult the 
Court officials with an honorarium. 
The countervailing arrangements 
which the police were instructed to 
carry out were ns follows :— 
(1) Prisoners arrested under war- 
rants or otherwise to remain 
under Police supervision and 
control from the time of their 
arrest until the completion of 
their sentence. 

A. responsible foreign Police 

officer in every case to witness 

and check the administration of 
punishment and to ensure re- 
lense thereafter, 

(3) Prisoners sentenced to blows to 
be taken from the Court afier 
their case is concluded and 
brought back to receive the 
blows at the time fixed by the 
magistrate. 

(4) Female prisoners to be detained 
in the new Female Ward until

trate refuse to hear the case, to 
be returned to the Female Ward 
as if on remand, 

The Council explain that there is 
nothing in these new rrangements 
inconsist: nt with the Court's rules, 
“and the well-established system 
under which the custody of Chinese 
convicts 1s in the hands of the 
police.” They yo on to point out 
that “in the grandiloquent and 
vague references on the part of the 
Taotai and magist ate.to ‘Rules laid 
down by the Tsungli Yamén and 
the Foreign Miniswrs in Peking’ 
(which have uo existenc:), and to 
ather rules as to Police procedure 
(when the only code in existence, 
that provisionally declared in fore+ 
by H.B.M, Minister in 1869, has no 
reference thereto whatsoever), the 
Consulsr Body will observe ‘incon- 
sistencies and mis-stutements similar 
to those which have characterised 
o her recent dispatches of the present 
occupants of these posts.” 

Finully, the Council presume that 

idering the excellence of theit 
motives, the Consular Body will 
endorse and approve these arrange- 
ments. 

In a letter dated the 13th of July, 
Dr. Knappe gives the Coun il « very 
decided snub. He teilssthem thas 
they have put the. Consular Body in 
a very awkward position vis-a-vis the 
Taotai by ca'rying out their reforms 
first and asking the approval of the 
Consular Body afterwards. The 
Conneil, he says, have no conzrol over 
the Mixed Court, such control resting 
with the Taotai and the Consular 
Body, and he adds: “ You inuroduce 
new rules at. the Mix d Court without 
asking anybody, and modestly call 
them ‘police arrangements’ ” K.cw- 
ing how anxious Dr. Kunppe is to 
promote the well-being of the S ttle- 
ment as a whole, and to assis! in the 
reform of abuses of any kind, we 
imagine that the snub is not ww be 
txken too seriously. In 1869 this was 
wirtually a British Settlement and 
the Council were all right if they had 
the concurrence of the British Consul; 
but nowadays the Senior Consu! is 
the representative in his communica- 
tions 10 the Council of fourteen Con- 
suls, some of whom may have their 
own reasons for not being particularly 
friendly to the Cuuneil, and the 
Senior Consul must consider the 
feelings of all of them when he writes, 
It will be noted that on the same 
day, the 13th of July, Dr. Knappe 
wrote to the Taotai, recapi:ulating 
the Council’s rensons'as given above, 
and adopting as the suggestion of 
the Consular Body the. "arrange 
ments” made by the Council. endin 
with the following neatly warned: 
hint: “We are convinced tha: you 
have the same inverest in this object 
and will approve of the arrange- 
ments.” On the 24:h of July the 
Council wrote to the Senior Cousul, 
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explaining that “the action of which 
you complain was taken from time to 
time to meet exceptional circum- 
stances arising from the obstructive 
attitude of the late magistrate und of 
the Taotai, whose irregular proceed- 
ings were’such as to constitute in 
many cases a defiance of those deci- 
sions of the Court to which the con- 
currence 0: the Consular Assessor had 
been given.” On the 23rd of August 
the Council. wrote that the new 
arrangements had worked very well 
up to the 17th inst, when a hitch 
occurred. The Council accord- 
ingly ask the Consular Body to 
reaffirm the new arrangements, wnd 
show a united front against the 
obstructiveness of the Chinese. In 
roply the Senior Consul writing on 
the 30th of August, announces the 
following compromise, “which will 
also be followed by the foreign 
assessors who are acting at present 
in the Mixed Court,” and which 
concedes all that the Council consider 
necessary:— 

“With the authority of the Consular 
Body a foreign member of the Muni> 
ce cipal Police Forshall in future 
take the place of the Indian stationed 
as the Court in accordance with my 
letter of the 5th June, who shail 
control the execution of sentences 
given with the due concurrence of 
the Consular Assessors, witness the 
ndministration of punishment, and 
ensure release thereafter. 

“If any irregularities occur, the 
assistance of the Assessor who parti- 
cipated in the judgment has to be 
asked for at once.” 

This: establishes once again the 
principle that the Mixed Court is 
not; as the Chinese would like to 
make it, a Chinese Court in the 
Foreign Settlement. Dr. Knappe 
mentions in this letter that the 
‘Taotui had asked for details of parti- 
cular occasions where the magistrate 
acted against the treaties, etc., and 
adds that ‘‘the Consular Body is of 
opinion that no good purpose will be 
served by recalling the misdeeds of 
the late magistrate since the irre- 
gularities appear to have ceased 
under the regimen of his successor.” 





TWO VIEWS 
OF GERMAN POLICY. 


27th September. 


Ir is one of the commonplaces of | 
daily life that much, sometimes 
everything, depends upon the point 
of view from which we look at what- 
ever subject may be under consider- 
ation. Recent changes in political 
power have called attention to the 
standing of the various states of 
Europe, notably of Getmany who has 
been accused, far and wide, of a 
determination to exploit the present 


opportunity for her own’ advantage. 
It is well to have the other side of 
this question, aud if we take Mr. 
Arnold White's estimate as being the 
extreme on the one side, we may look 
upon the writer from Berlin in the 
“North American Review” as repre- 
senting the other. The truth as 
usual must probably be sought 
between the two. 

Mr. Arnold White writes 4 jeremiad. 
Militarism overrides everything and 
is responsible for much. ‘This is 
hardly uews, The German is not a 
soldier for the love of soldiering, but 
because of his environment. He has 
little of the Irishman’s predilection 
for“ scrapping,” or ofthe Highlander’s 
ardour for frays of a moré serious 
kind. But Mr. White says that the 
tendency to “militarise everything” 
in Germany is so prevalent that even 
the schools are full of it and children 
“ frequently commit suicide” in con- 
sequence. Nor is this all. Mr. Whit 
falls foul of the finances, of the civil 
service, of the nobility, of the Jews, 
and even of the state system 
of pensions, With a military system 
tending to degeneracy—probably the 
ill-success in South-west: Africa will 
be adduced in proof; with a system 
of finance sliding down the slippery 
slope to bankruptey ; with a civil 
service in which an excess of red tape 
is outdone by a still greater amount 
of bureaucratic insolence ; ‘with an 
aristocracy still bristling with feudal 
arrogance ; with the loss of that 
elevated philosophy which has been 
the past’ glory of Germany ; what 
could be expected but popular dis~ 
content, wide-spread poverty,’ and 
the growth of « militant Socialism. 





So much for one picture. The 
other is very different. Is shows 
that instead of disorganised finances 
arlsing from n petty war, there: is 
no question “of bankruptcy, nor of 
inevitable deficits, but merely of 
reorganisation.” Taxation in Ger- 
many is compared with taxation in 
Great Britain, and it is shown that 
the Fatherland has as yet many 
sources of revenue imiapped Saxony, 
and some of the minor States have 
suffered keenly from the existing 
system of finance, but the larger ones 
have not only not suffered but are 
rejoicing in unwonted prosperity. 
As to grieving over the loss of old- 
world systems of thought the writer 
holds that Germany is to be congra- 
tulated on freeing herself from such 
trammelsin order to launch out into 
fn practical world of progress and 
reform. 

Poverty exists. It does every- 
where, even in England,. France, 
and America. But German states- 
men. are stiuggling with it at 
least. as successfully as those of. 
other lands. As to the insolence 
of the military and the burean- 
crat, is is said that Mr. White 
is looking at that question through 














westérn, not mid-European, specta- 
cles, In Germany the old saw is 
still sapreme. “Order is heaven's 
first law.” The Anglo-Saxon is prone 
to amend this by the substitution of 
“Freedom” for “Order.” There is 
no doubt that to men accustomed to 
paternal government the interference 
which is so irksom2 to us is but a- 
sign of fatherly care to them. At 
any rate the North American review- 
er thinks so. Mr. White says’ that 
Jews ure omnipotent in Germany, 
This his critic ridicules. 


He then passes‘on to consider the 
political crimes which Germany is 
accused of being desirous to per- 
petrate. The German ambition to 
“find an outlet on the shores of the 
Adriatic” is declared to be a figment 
of Teutophobie imagination, “If it 
should ever become necessary, Ger- 
many world fight, not to dismember; 
but to preserve the integrity of Aus-' 
tria,” and this because a union with 
the Austrd-Germanic provinces would 
mean a grave addition to the strength 
of the clerical party in the Reich- 
stag, and the definite abandonment 
of the rest of Austria to the Slavonic 
races. 


Respecting Holland, also, we learn 
that the “ German Emperor has never 
harboured the design of attacking’ 
Holland.” Such action would. be 
“eriminal,” and diametrically oppos: 
ed to true German interests already, - 
overburdened with irreconcilable 
Poles, Guelphs, Alsatians, and Danes, 
What Gerniavy desires is to protect 
the Dutch and their colonies “ from 
the aggressive schemes of other 
lands.” The Dutch as yet hardly 
see things in this light. That is 
trae; but the Pan-Germans hope to~ 
convince them, “and thete is small 
room to doubt that the propaganda 
enjoys the secret encouragement of 
the Government.” Still, “from a ~ 
campaign of persuasion to one of 
force is a far ery.” 


The Kaiser's fifteen years of rule 
have given no sign of buccaneering, 
says the reviewer. He notes with 
irritation the efforts that have been 
made to isolate Germany, but he has. 
given a promise, upon which “I aim 
convinced the world may rely,” that 
his forces should never be employed 
so long as the honour of Germany 
remained unnssailed, and that he 
would never seek the barren glory 
that comes of wanton conquest. 
‘These, of course, are very general 
terms meaning much or little as oc- 
casion requires. The “voice of 
national intolerance and rancour” so 
assiduously cultivated of late between 
Great Britain’ and Germany is held 
tobe the greatest present menace to 
peace. We ‘can quite believe it, Ib 
would be a: good thing if the more 
favourable picture presented above 
were to become one of the ‘central 
pieces in the European gallery. °

Tue terms of the new Treaty of| 
Alliance between Great Britain and 
Japan, as published simultaneously 
yesterday in London and ‘lokio, con- 
tain no startling and unexpected 
. clauses. They bave been in fact so 
accurately foretold that little remains 
to be said in welcoming the new 
. Agreement, except to reiterate that 
it is, in Lord Lansdowne’s words, 
“designed with objects purely peace- 
ful and for the protection of rights 
and interests, the validity-of which 
is incontestable, and on which the 
arties are fully entitled to insist.” 
‘here is no menace to Russia or to 
any other Power in any of the eight 
Articles; equal opportunities to all 
nations in commerce in China and in 
Corea are expressly stipulated for; 
but the allied Powers will stand firm 
to resist: together any “unprovoked 
attack or aggressive action” such as 
have led up to the war now happily 
concluded, a war which might per- 
haps have been avoided altogether 
had the new Agreement been in 


ing the 31st of March, 1905, is accom- 
panied by a useful map, showing the 
position of the trade registration 
offices and the principal trade routes 
to foreign States and towns. ‘Ihe 
total value of the Inland Frontier 
trade during the triennium under 
review showed an merease of 7.44 
per cend over that of the previous 
corresponding period. It is noted 
also with satisfaction that the trans- 
frontier trade is steadily expanding, 
as a result of improved communica- 
tions and a more peaceful condition 
of the neighbouring States. During 
the triennial period ending 1898-99

Jnkchs, or 8.3 per cent over that of 
the preceding year. Western China, 
the Northern and Southern Shan 
States, and Northern Siam all con- 
tributed to the increase.

THE TRADE 
BETWEEN BURMA 
AND CHINA.

“fas Report on the trans-frontier 


trade of Burma during the year 
1904-5 and the trionnial period end- 


orb states, however, “the trade with 
Western China is in rather an un- 
healthy condition, because it is all 
exports and ng imports” (this 
would be considered eminently satis- 
factory by English Tariff Reformers, 
bub that by the way); “for the 
goods exp-rted from Burma to China 
there must be a corresponding value 
in goods imported, but it is to be 





regretted tuat this is not the case 
with the Burma-China trade. Mr. 
Litton, H B.M. Consul at Téngyiieh, 
in one of his notes on the Bhamo- 
Téngyiieh trade, remarks that this 
defect could be easily remedied, 
if the restriction fur the trans- 
portation of Ytinnan opium across 
Burma in transitu for the East 
Coast of China is removed. In view 
of the fuc* that the average annual 
export «f opium from Yunnan is 
£1,250,000, or 50 per cent. of the 
total export trade of that province, 
there is every reason to expeot thatthe 
import trade of Burma from Western 
China will assume considerable pro- 
portions if the restriction referred to 
above is removed. Burma willnotonly 
maintain her commercial supremacy 
in those parts of Yaunan contiguous 
to her frontier, but will at the same 
time deal an effective blow to opium- 
smugglers. ‘The oaly articles at 
present imported into Burma are 
walnuts, straw hats, hides, orpiment, 
some raw silk from Szechuan, and 
gold leaf. The profit on these just 
covers the cost of returned unladen 
pack animals.” 

It is stated that over a lakh of, 
rupees found their way into Téng- 
yiieh from the East coast during the 
close of the year. It is believed 
they were brought down from Tibet 
vié Tacbienlu and Hsiakuan. 








The steady increase in exports is 
due to the establishment of the 
Imperial Chinese Cus'oms at Téng- 
yiieh and to the fixed an] moderate 
fiscal arrangements of that De- 
partment, made possible by Euro- 

ean supervision, and last, but not 
least, to the respect for tcansib 
passes shown by likin collectors. ‘The 
completion of the Bhamo-Momank- 
Nampaung Road with Téngyueh 
will still further stimulate the trade 
with China. 

In regard to this trade and the taxes 
and tolls levied in connection with it 
the following paragragh is specially 
worth noting, indicating as it does 
the rapid opening up of this trading 
route into Western China : 

“Goods can be sent anywhere into 
the interior without the payment of 
likin or other exactions, provided they 
are covered by “transit passes” 
issued by the Customs authorities at 
"Téngyueh, ‘The fees for the transib 
pass are 50 per cent of the tariff dury 
payuble in respect of the goods to be 
covered. With these advantages, 
and more especially that afforded by 
the opening of a bonded warehouse 
in Bhamo, where a drawback is allow- 
ed in accordance with the rates 
specified in the imporb tariff sche- 
dule of seven--ighths of the.import 
duty levied in Rangoon on goods 
exported to China, there is every 
reason to expect that with the open- 
ing of a railway, the Burma-China 
trade will in the course of a few 
yeare assume considerable dimensions. 
The mule-toll.isno doubt a heavy 
impost, but it is necessary to pro- 
vide funds to police the trade route 
and frontier”” And all included, 
Mr. Litton estimates the duties to 
amount to three per cent ad valorem, 
or a little less. Evidently there 
is already noticeable competition 
between the two trading routes into 
western China, and it is questionable 
whether the Yangtze as a means of 
communition with the outer world 
will not soon be in danger of super- 
cession.

The Influence of the Entente 
Cordiale Reaches China. 

One of the Canton dailies has publish- 
ed a somewhat remarkable piece of in- 
formation here, though whence the news 
was derived does not appear. It concerns 
matters of considerable importance as 
far as the East is concerned, and touches 
tha countries of China, Japan, Annam, 
and Siam. The recommendations and 
changes referred. to are said to have had 
their origin in France, avd as the rela- 
tions between France and Eugland have 
been more and more friendly. during the 
last year or so, there is nothing impos- 
sible in the fsot that some French au- 
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tions here recorded. France a 
are to revise the existing treaties, and 
practically a now oneistobe framed. Then 
England and France aro to join, and 
together they are to undertake the con- 
struction of the railways, which have been 
withdrawn from the jonns, because 
the latter broke faith with the Chin 
Moreover, the echeme of railway constrac- 
tion here outlined is much more elaborate 
than that which was first of all in the 
hands of the American syndicate, Thenew 
railways are to bo laid, first from Hankow 
into Saechuen; also from Hankow to 
auton ; further from Canton into Annam, 
which will have its terminus ab Tongking 
Great Britain aud Fran combine 
to preserve Ohinese interests in the Li 
tung Peninsula, and throughout the 
of the late war, s» that the territory 
bo still an intogral part of the Chinese 
Empire, and none of the interests of 
China shall be allowed to suffer or to he 
imperiled by the recent devartations 
which have blighted the original home of 
tho Manchu race of rulers, It shall 
farther be urged that a treaty of commerce 
shall be arranged between Annam and 
Jepan, which, for eommercial “purposes, 
shall join the two countries more closely 
togettior, for the mutual advantage of each 
concerned. England and Franco shall 
join their influence ir order to induce the 
rulers of Siam to removo the obstacles to 
trade which now exist on the borders of, 
the Mi river, and when theso are removed, 
then this river shull be tho boundar 
betwoon Annam and Si 
countries 
induce the import of 
opium within her dominions from any 
source, It must be admitted that all this 
isn very ambitious programme, and could 
only have originated in a very fertile 
mind.

In times past China mado a Treaty 
with Amorica which prohibited us Chinose 
from migrating to America as labourors, 
It was to bo reconsidered uftor ‘a poriod 
of ten years, In those days China had 
tle dealings with America and allowed 
them to do pret’y much as thoy pleased, 
Who would suppose that at the ond of 
the ton yours they would mako-anotl 
‘Treaty harshor-than the firat? Wo, 
cause wo wore at pouce with thom, 
not wish to be unyielding 60 wo again 
allowed them to have their way for 
nother ten years. The time of these 
two Trentios expires on the 7th day of 
the 12th month this year, and the Chinese 
in America feel that they fred 
oppression to the full. “hoy are not 
willing that wo should make a third 
Treaty more acrid and bitter then the 
former ones. Has not the intrigue of 
the Americans gone far onongh? If 
now we again allow them to have theie 
way wo. will not only. bo still worso 
10 redress, and 
other Governments seeing it will cose to 
consider us ns being entitled to be 
classed ns_men. 
“So “Shanghai, Tiontsin, Hlankow, 
Kuangtung, and Fukion’s business guilds 
have thought of a plan of opposition which 
is that we shall enter into a mntnal agroo- 
ment not to buy American goods.

Much 
of their goods have beon sold throughout 
China and now if we cease to buy them 
they will suffer greatly.

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‘ago the place called California (2) was a 
great desert wilderness. For hundreds 
of li there were no villages.

Those were 
treated so well that many others went 
too, some to open ports, some to build 
railroads. The Chinese worked like 
horses and cattle.

Ask them 
if thore'was any part of this place which 
was not developed by the sweat and 
blood of the Chinaman ? 


“Why Americans are not pleased 
with the Chineso.—In the ninth year of 
the Emperor Kuang Hsii there were 
more than 300,000 Chinese in America. 
‘Tho Chinose being diligent and patient 
under trials aro ablo to do threo times 
as much as an American labourer, and 
do it for half the wag 
wore pleased therefore to employ the! 
Chinese. The American labourer found ‘ 
no’ one secking his services and became * 
jealous. ‘They scattered in their evil ' 
‘determination false reports in all quarters } 
that tho Chinese were dirty, dishonest, + 
and if left there would dofile the land. } 
They sent agitators everywhere who 

mbled the people aud ombittered 
thom against the Chinese. . . 

“The Trenty prohibiting the Chinese. 
—In the tonth yoar of Kuang Hii tho 
American classes asked their rulers to 
make a Treaty with China prohibiting 
tho Chinese from migrating to that land. 
From that time one could not even go 
out of his sborders but he was forbidden 
toretarn unless ho could show himself 
possesed of $,1000 worth of proper 
In another year oven this was denied 
him. For ten years the Chiness there 
endured this. The Americans had for- 
gotton to show mercy or justice to those 
who, with great hardship, had aided 
them in opening up their country. The 
very momory of these things stir one's 
wrath. 

“Tho making of another troaty at 
tho end of the ton years—Whether 
this first Troaty should stand at the end 
of ten years was left to us. Wo trusted 
in them to be just. For ton years the 
Chinese had endured persecution to the 
full. Many had died and more ran 
away. Those who left were not allowed 
to return. In less than ten years the 
300,000 had shrunken down to less than 
100,000. Woe longed for this kind of] 
business to cease. ‘Tho first time we were | 
lot astray. Whore should we turn this 
timo? Was tho happy ‘Treaty pro- 
posed tous the second time any worse! 
than tho first? Let us read it. 1. 
Formorly thoy only shut out labourers, | 
This time everyone who was not a 
banker was called a labourer. Only ban- 
kers wore allowed. Count up and see how 
many of those who would go were 
bankers. Did it not moan that they! 
intended to prohibit us all? 2. Former-! 
ly, Chineso who wished to go to Mexico or 
Pern would pass through America, Would 
they now lot us pass without being called 
to account for trespassing? They 
certainly did call us to account. 3. For- 
merly, students going to American schools 
merely had to obtain a certificate from 
the Consul. Now even this was not 
sufficient. When the steamer arrived at 
the port he wes not allowed to land but 
must go into a dark, filthy, and vile- 
smelling building, where he must stay 10 
or 15 days, after which he was led before 
a judge and tried. Was this not equal to

A great 
number of Chinese officials were in 
attendance, aud the most careful atten- 
tion was ‘paid to the guests, as, they 
arrived, by the untive aud foreign attaché 
and officials specially ‘charged with this 
duty. His Excellency himself greeted

The large block of buildings in which 
the reception was held was erected some 
years ago for the reception and occupancy 
of the Emperor and Empress Dowager when 
they were expected to visit ‘Tientsin.

Exit the “Echo.”

when, if we may believe Sir Alfred 
Harmsworth, the day of the penny paper 
passing away, it has failed to hold its 
own against its competitors.

Passmore Edwards, who was for many 
years its proprietor, has been interviewed 
‘on the.event and has explained why, in 
his opinion, it was prosperous in his day 
and declined after he parted with 
; but for a philanthropist Mr. Ed- 
wards is perhaps a little too much 
filled with the sense of his own merits 
and achievements, and a much more 
accurate summary of the history of the 
paper is given in the current number of 
Truth.”

Passmore Edwards, and he cannot there- 
fore claim to be the founder of half- 
penny journalism. He bought it of 
Messrs. Cassell, Petter, and Galpin, sold 
it, bought it back again, and sold itagain ; 
each of these transactions being, I believe, 
very profitable to him, It was Baron 
Grant who converted it into a morning 
paper, and “Truth”—for the first time 
publicly, I believe—explains why the 
experiment was dropped. ‘Grant was 
known to be in monetary embarrassments 
at the time, and the editor and those 
who acted with him would only under- 
take the work, on condition that the sum 
necessary to give tho experiment a fair 
trial wore deposited in the bank, Baron 
Grant agreed, but a little while after- 
wards, being doubtless in neo of ready 
money, he withdrew the larger portion of 
it, whereupon the editor refused to carry 
out his part.of the broken bargain and 
the paper stopped.

Lord Curzon’s Resignation. 


Although rumours of Lord Curzon’s 
intended resignation had been flying 
about for some time the official an- 
nouncement, when it came on Monday, 
made a great sonsation. On the quest 
which led to the rosignation ther 
naturally some division of opinion here ; 
but the overwhelmingly proponderating 
fooling is one of sympathy with Lord 
Curzon and to a cortain extent of rosont- 
ment against Mr. Brodrick and the Homo 
Government generally. Even those who 
favour Lord Kitchoner’s scheme of 
‘Army reform aro in many cases ready to 
admit that Mr. Brodrick’s dispatches wore 
marked with a brusqueness amou: 
to offensiveness. Mr. Brodrick has taken 
the opportunity of a Primrose League 
_ meeting to defond himself from some of 
the strictures passed upon him. Ho 
pointed out that tho Secretary for India 
has less undivided responsibility than any 
other Cabinet Minister. All the lending 
Ministers have, of course, to refer matters 0 
rent importance affecting theirdepartment 
tothe Cabinet ; but in matters of smaller 
importance, which other Ministers would 
deal with on their own responsibility, the 
Secretary for India hes to consult his 
Council, and in the decisions of that body 
his vote counts for no more than that of 
any - ther member. 


Tactless Dispatches. 


‘Thus in wll the decisions affecting Lord 
Curzon which have been criticived, Mr. 
Brodrick’s responsibility is,he uryes, shared 
by either the Cabinet or the India Gouneil, 
while iv addition he carried out strictly the 
recommendations of the influential com- 
mittee, consisting of Lord Roberts, Sir 
George White, and others, who werenppoint- 
ed to consider the scheme of Lord Kit- 
chener and the objections raised against it 
by Lord Curzon. Butior te tone of the 
dispatches Mr, Brodrick must, of course, be 
held responsible ‘The question is’ siill 
‘asked whether the opinion of either the 
Cabinet or the India Council was taken 
before the dispatch of the telegram 
in which the Viceroy was ordered to 
show his telegrams to the Command 
in-chief, “and also this telegram.” This 
was in consequence of a telegram which 
Lord Kitchener'sont to the “Times” con- 
troverting not a: statement contained in 
one of Lord Curzon’s dispatches but an 
inference drawn by the “Times” from 
that statement. It was certainly a most 
tactless message.

Lord Curzon’s Future. 


It isclear, of course, that behind this 
official correspondence which has been 
published wasanotherand nnofiicial corros- 
pondence going on between the Govern- 
ment and Lord Kitchener.

Swimming the Channel,

After some discussion, during which 
the Chairman observed that after careful

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By-law 17 (b).—In addition to muni- 
cipal dues levied under Regulation 4 on

Chinkiang. 

Some discussion arose as to the mean- 
ing of the word “vessel.” ‘The intention 
of the by-law was to levy a charge from 

ther those of companies not 
along the concession, or 
which for any reason anchored in’ the 
stream, and whose cargo was passed over 
the Concession. It would, however, cover 
the caso of a sailing ship, should such 
case arise, and was meant to cover lorchas, 
It was difficult to limit the word. In the 
case of any vessel too small to bear a 
charge of 15 (or whatever the 
chargo on largor ships might be) the con- 
signed would always havo the option of 
paying, under the other clause of the 
by-law, on his cargo boats.

Butterfiold & Swire’s steamor 
Shasi had to leave the hulk and work 
cargo from the stroam while the bulk was 
occupied by other river steamers. Tho 
supporters of the by-law agreed, as 
was not the intention to make a charge 
in such cases, to the insortion after 
“vessel” of the words “not being a river 
steamer belonging to one of the companies 
that hare hulks connected with the Bund 
‘or foreshore of the Onncession. 


With the addition of this provision, the 
By-law was put to the vote and curried 
unanimously. 

By-Law 17 (¢)—The Council shall 
havo power to levy and collect for every 
dog, not being a ,puppy less then six 
months old, kept within the limits of the 
Concession, a Licence fee not exceeding 
‘Taols 5 per annum, provided that the rate 
of such Licence Fee is explicitly expressed 
in the estimates submitted to the Electors

This by-law was necessary to legitimise 
existing practice. In the present year a 
dog tax of 1 Tael was being raised. In 
1903 and 1904 the rate had been 2 Tacls.

There was a practical convenience in 
collecting the tax on all dogs as far as 
possible at the same time. Amendment 
accepted by proposer and seconder of 
by-law.

If the dog 
passed to auother owner during tho year 
the licence could be transferred, but an 
owner who acquired a second dog, in 
place of one on which he had paid

The by-law, ws modified by Mr. Grund- 
minu’s aud Mr. Mills’ amendments, was 
put to the vote und passed unanimously, 


By-law 17 (a). Notwithstanding any- 
thing contained in the Regulations, it shall 
be competent to the Blectors to impose nt 
any Aunual or Special Meeting, and tho 
Council shall thereupon levy aud collect, 
subject to the approval of His Britannic 
Majesty's Consul and the control of His 
Britannic Majesty’s Minister, and without 
the necessity of making a now by-law to

Herein is expatiated on the recent 
shipping disaster during the last 
typhoon, the foundering of the Norwegian 
steamer “Peohili.” Iti stated that the 
steamer ‘until quite recently, was otficer- 
ed by Danes, who were ousted by 
Norwegivus.” 

‘This is in itself a mis tatement, as there 
were at all times threo Norwegian aud 
two Danish officers. But why docs the 
writer oniib to meution that the Pechili 
then was a hineso vessel? hat informa 
tion would have chinged the aspect ent 
ly, Europenn officers expect the advantage 
of higher wages when serving under the 
Chinese flag. It is a timb-h noured usage 
that requires 0 comment. When the 
steamer came under the Norwegian flag, 
she could, according 10 the Merchant 
Shippin: Act of that’ couatry, only evry 

jorwogian officers, i.e. the principal ons. 
So the ousting of the Danes was merely 
necossity enforced by law. Whom-are the 
Norwegians under-bidding on the coast, as 
the article states? Theie own ships are, 
mentioned, out of the question, and num- 
bers of Norwegian offic irs hnve been, and 
are, working ‘on the coust for the same 
salaries xs others 


Norwegians nre by no means adverse to 
reaping the same benefits of prosperous 
times as other Europeans, As to general 
salaries in the Danish and Norwe; 
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is too slight to b+ worth mentioning. 
this coust the Danes are represented by 
two or three, the Norwegians by at least 
a hundred and,thirty steamers, so iustitut- 
ing a comparison would be rext to a farce, 

That the two Danish cable-boa's on’ the 


const pay higher wages, is ooly uatural, as 
it is special service. Where would th 
glory ofthatgreat northern service and their 
congenial employees out here be other- 
wise? 

‘The writer regrets exceedingly that the 
“Danish officers of several yoars’ experi: 
once” were not on board on the wight uf 
the disaster. 


They would undoubtedly have acquired 
still more wisdom. For every ship there 
comes a moment when it, owing to ravages 
of time, must give way to adverse cireum- 
stances. ‘That and that alone was the case 
with the Peohill. She was not in the least 
overloaded, and her middie draught was 
only 14.5 when the’ typhoon set in. ‘The 
damage causing the leak was in the bot- 
tom, and no experience in the work! could 
have saved the vessel. i 

It may be mentioned that the officers 
of the ill-fated ship. were men of unusua 
and superior education aud -possessing 
quite sufficient experience of the coast to

WOOD-BLOCKED ROAD: 


‘Lo the Editor of the 
* Nonru-Cuixa Datty News.” 








Sin,—As a visitor to your city, I have 
b k with your excellent: Muni- 
cipal administration. ‘Chere is one thing, 





however, which wauts mending, In wot 
wouther your roads become muddy, greasy, 
aud sloppy. The material uscd is no 
doubt mud-producing, and what is mud 
in wot weather is invariably dust in. dry. 
From: the point of view of hoalth admin- 
istration (a very high municipal functi 
the keeping down of dust is of tho grent- 
est possible importauce, as it is tho in- 
variable medium for tho disseiminntion 
of germ diseases. 

he evils of mud and dust may bo 
minimisod by the uso of hard-wood 
blocks. In London they are coming 
into pretty general use. In nist 
Australiaa cities they have beon in 
for yeurs, and hive been a most 
economical aud valuable road. Syduey 
was one of ‘the pionoers of wood-block- 
ing, and her experiments are now in a 
position to be pronounced successful 
Over twenty years ago the city of Syd oy 
raised aloan for the wood-blocking of 
King Street. A sinking fund repaid. the 
Joan at the end of the term for which tha 
money was borrowed, and after twenty 
‘years’ wear the roal is almost as good as 
ever. 

The wood-blocking of those days, too 
was inferior in wearing power to that of 
to-day. To-day the blocks are close 
laid, with transverse and diagonal soc- 
tions to moot certain waves of traffic. 
The old system was to put laths or con- 
crete between the blocks, and the traffic 
wore the road away easily. Notwith- 
standing that, the Sydney Municipal 
Council has reason to congratulate itsalf 
on the success of its wood-blocking 
operations, and has contiued the policy 
on the grounds both of economy and 
utility. 

Tt may be objected that wood-blocks 
are slippery, and may cause horses to full. 
That objection is only valid where there 
are hills; and even then, in a steep place 
like Sydney the spreading of sund obviates - 
the defect. Ina level city like Shanghai 
there would not be the slightest fear of 
horses slipping and falling. It isa re- 
markable thing, too, that horses seem 
to accommodate themselves to the blocks 
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and develop a special sure-footedness to 
suit the circumstances. But in any caso 
a few shovel’s full of sand or clinker 
gravel will make all slipperiness disappear 
from the wood-blocked road. 

T should like, on some future visit to 
Shanghai, to find two fine roads like the 
Bund and Nanking Road iaid. with hard 
wood-blocks. For cleanliness and good 
sanitation, for soundness and du- 
rability, for absence of dust and nud, 
there is no other road to compete with 
them. The macadam roud on the Bund 
is certainly as muddy as you will find in 
the world, and would be vastly improved 
by a concrete foundation and a wood- 
blocked zone surface, Ono last merit of 
the wood-block road is that it is the 
easiest of all to repair in ease of sub- 
sidence. 

Hoping that these fow remarks may 
meet with friendly criticism.

—who I have observed are not always 
being judged fairly by outsiders on the 
nti-pence disturbunco question — I

short personal experionce. 

Returning to Yokohama within the Iast 
fortnight from a part of the country 
where news was always twenty-four hours’ 
old, and sometimes moro, I was much 
surprised at finding soldiers with fixed 
bayonets standing on guard at the French 
Consulate and other public buildings, 
and at every junction of the Bluff roads, 
and of course many reports were rife as 
to the risk foreiguers would run by going 
boyond the former Settlement limits 

But as one of the monthly festivals 
common to the uative city was being 
held the night after my arrival, which 1 
niuich desired to attend, I went without 
saying anything to anybody, accompanied 
only by my Japanese “ boy”, first taking 
the precansion to ask tho nearest 
policeman whether foreigners would 
be allowed in the locality, simp 
avoid © possible fruitless jinrie- 
sha ride of nearly half an hour. 
Boing told that the road wus open to all,| 
wo arrived betweon 8 and 9 p.m. ‘The 
moon was at the full, and the long wide 
street fom the canal to the temple at 
the top of the bill was as bright as day 
with lantorns and electric lights. 

Everyone who has attonded a Japanese 
“ Matsuri” knows what a dense crowd i 
invariably to be encountered ou a fine 
nighé, aud this was no exception, for the 
wide street was full of men—young and 
old—boys, womeri, and children, But from 
the orderliness and absence of all xp- 
parent excitement, it was not only im- 
possible to realise that soldiers were 
actually guarding the foreign Settlement a 
milo distant, but the scone carried me 
bck in imagination to times before 
the China-Jupan war, when not even 
the shadow of impending events had 
darkened the peace of Japan. 

So I sauntered on for an hour or more 
—the only foreigner (and a woman)—in 
that crowd of several thousands, without 
witnessing any word, look, or'gesture to 
show that there was any strong. uuder- 
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‘current of feeling in the people beyond 
that of their everyday social and do- 
mestic experiences. Now had I men- 
tioned to any of my foreign friends 
in Yokohama that I purposed going 





to this quarter of the native 
eity under the —_ above-mentioned | 
conditions, I should have been told, 


“Don't go! You will be sure to be in- 
sulted, perhaps stoned” ete., etc. But 
in these cases there is nothing better than 
to act on one’s own judgment and take 
the chances. 

Speaking 10 a well-known Japaneso 
photographor in Yokohama on the subject 
of the anti-peace disturbance there, he 
said, and [am sure in doing so he was 
only voicing the sentiments of all -his 
fellow-citizens: “Wo peacoful citizens 
are very sorry for this, for - we 
know wo are the people who wil 
be taxed to pay for the cost of the} 
police stations destroyed. These rioters 
do not represent us, but only « class of

FIENDISH CRIME. 


A crime, so ghastly in its details, ns to 
recall the exploits of Jack the Ripper, was 
committed in a small shop in North Szec- 
jnuen Road Bxteusion on Friday. About 
6.30 p.m. a woman named Sarah Abraham, 
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a Jowess of Indian extraction, arrived at 
the General Hospital suffering from terri- 
ble injuries. Dr. Marsh promptly at- 
tended to her. and performed an opera- 
tion, but her condition was so grave that 
it was doubtful whether she would live 
to the morning. The police were at once 
communicated with, aud from the 
statements made by the victim the 
circumstances of the crime seem to 
be as follows, Abraham had been- in 
partnership with a Turk named Kadoni 
Michel in a small shop at 316, 
North Szechuen Road Extension. They 
had frequently quarrelled, «nd on Fri- 
day Michel gagged and bound her, 
leaving her in a helpless condition from 
11am. tol p.m.

‘The women 
had just sufficiont sirength to got in a 
ricsha and go to the hospital, where, xs 
stated above, an operation was necessary.

SHUNCIUS. 


The Nature of Man is Evil. 
IL. 


Mencius says: ‘The nature of man is 
good ; the reason it is otherwise is wat 
all have lost or ruined their nature. 
I answer: If it is thus stated it is 
erroneous, ‘The nature of man? Having 
beon born with his nature, he afterwards 
leaves its natural and elemental character, 
then he loses and ruins his nature. ‘Thus 
considered it is clear, the nature of man is 
evil, What ix spoken of as nature's god 

ity for departing 
qualities in order to 
beautify the originnl, no departure from 
the natural, elemental qualities in order 
to: bé sharpened. If these innate and 
elemental qualities no more need beauti- 
fying and the mind’s thoughts no more 
need to. be turned to the good then 
indeed the power vf vision which is 
insopurablo from the eye, and the power 
of hearing which is insepsrable from the 
ear, need to be learned, and we might say 
the nature is good in the same sense as 
wo would say the eyes see and the ears 
hear. 

‘Man's nature ia this; when hungry to 
desire to be filled; when cold to desire 
to be warmed; when toiling to desire to 
rest; these are-the emotions and nature 
of man, Now however hungry a man is, 
in the presence of an elder person who 
is also hungry, he does not dare to eat 
first but takes what he has and offers it to 
the elder. He is toiling but docs not dare 
to askffor res 
doos shows his respect. A son yields 























‘Yo his father, « younger brother yields to 
an elder brother ; a son takes the place 
of his father, » yonnger brother takes the

In fact humility and yielding are contrary 
to the emotions and nature. ‘Thus cou- 
sidered it is clear that man's nature is 
evil and the good possessed is artificial. 

IL One may ask: If man’s nature is 
evil, whenee came propriety and rectitude ? 
I answer, all propriety and rectitude are 
the artificial productions of the sages. 
They are therefore not to be considered 
the product of man’s nature. ‘The potter 
beats out the clay and forms a vessel, but 
the vessel is the artificial product of the 
workman's skill and cannot be said to be 
the product of his nature. Again. the 
carpenter hews out a piece uf Wood and 
completes a vessel, but the vessel is the 
artificial product of the carpenter’s skill 
and cannot be a product of his nature. 
‘The sages accumulating anxious thought 
themselves to artificial practices and 
thus produced propriety and rectitude, and 
established Inws and regulations. | But 
propriety, rectitude, laws and regulations, 
were the artificial products of the sages, 
and are not to be considered as the pro- 
ducts of man’s nature. If we speak of the 
love of the eyes f-r colour, of the ears for 
pleasant sounds, of the mouth for agree- 
xble flavours, of the mind for gain. of the 
physical body for the enjoyment of rest— 
II these are the products of the emotional 
nature of man. ‘The feclings are worked 
upon and the desire is excited spontane- 
ously by the object presented ; they 
do not wait for some conjunction of 
circumstances in order to be produced, 
But when the feelings are worked up by 
the object presented, and they do 
reach their accomplishment, without vol 
tary effort, this is what. I call artifici. 
produced. "hese are severally the pro- 
ducts of nature and artifice and their 
effects aro different. ‘Thus the sages trans- 
formed their nature and began their 
artificial work. ‘Their artificial work havin; 
been begun, they produced propriety and 
rectitude. Propriety and rectitude being 
produced, they established Inws and 
regulations. Thus then it appears, pro- 
priety, rectitude, laws and regulations were 
produced by the sages, But wherein they 
¢ with «ll men and wherein they do 
not differ from all men, is nature, xud 
wherein they differ from and surpass all 
men, that is artifice, 

For instance ; to love gain and desire to 
esses riches i a natural emotion of man. 
uy a man has property and wealth 

to be divided between’ two brothors. Let 
thisre natural emotion which loves gain an 
desiths the posseasion of riches be yielded 
to, then they will be opposing and plun: 

ing one another, But when the transform-

with their refnements aud right principles, 
take effect, then a man will give way 0 
another, even t» a stranger. ‘Thus follow. 
ing their natural emotions brothers wi 

wrangle, bub under the transforming in- 
fluences of propriety and rectitude one man 
will yield to nnother even a stranger ; much 
more will brothers. “All men desire the 
good because their nature is evil The thin 
wishes to be thick, the despicable to be 
lovely, the narrow to be broad, the poor 
to be rich, the vile to be honourable, and 
if they do not in themselves possess these 
things they will surely seek thea from 
outside sources. For these reasons the 
wealthy are under no necessity to desire 
riches; the honourable are under no neces- 
sity to desire position, for what one 
possesses within himself he does not need 
to seek from outside sources. Thus con 

sidered, man’s desires are good because 
his nature is evil. Now man’s nature ia 
indeed without propriety and rectitude, 
therefore he forces himself to study and 
seek for these. By nature he does not 
know what propriety and rectitude are : 
therefore he gives himself to anxious 
thought and seoks to know them. Pure 
at birch and of himself he does uot possess 
propriety and rectitude, in fact he does 

















not know what propriety and rectitude 


are. But for man to be without propriety 
ond rectitude is to be in a state of dis- 
irder. Not to know propriety and rect- 
itude is to be in a state contrary to what 
as right. Therefore man at birth isin a 
state contrary to what is right and ina 
state of confusion, Looked at in this way, 
it is clearly seen that man’s nature is evil, 
the good which it shows is artificial, 


T1l,—Mencius says: ‘+ Man’s nature is 
good.” I xnswer: It is not a necessary 
conclusion. In all ancient times, and now 
in all the world, what was, and is, spoken 
of as good was, and is, a condition of cor- 
rectness, right principles, and peaceful 
government, What was, and is, spoken of 
as evil was, aud is, « edndition of incor- 
rectness, danger, disorder, «nd rebellion, 
and these »re the accepted distinctions 
hetweeng ood and evil. Now indeed if 
man’snature be so guileless, and there- 
fore upright, according: to correct prin- 
ciples, and within itself submitting to 
peaceful government, how then would 
corruption exist? What use would there 
ba for the instruction of the holy kings ? 
What use would ther be for propriety and 
rectitude? And theugh we have the holy 
kings, propriety, and rectitude, what could 
these wdd to one so upright according to 
correct principles, and within himself 
submitting to peaceful government? ‘These 
conclusions would be incorrect, Man's 
nature is evil, ‘Therefore the ancients, 
the sz reckoned man’s ature to be 
evil ; they reckoned it to he incorrect, dan- 
gerous, and not upright, rebellious, in 

















t | confusion, and not subject to government. 


For this reson they set up princes with 


ly | authority 10 govern ; they made plain the 


transforming influences of propriety and 
rectitude ; established laws for upright 
government; they established heavy 
punishments and penalties for the purpose 
of restraint ; aud thus they bestowed upon 
the empire government united with good 
principles. ‘These were the principles of 
the kings and the transforming influences 
of propriety and rectitude. Now I suppose 
a case ; take away the authority of princes 
and there will be no such thing us the 
transforming influences of propriety and 
rectitude ; take away Ins and the u 
principles of government and there will be 
no such thin, as the restrain's of punish-, 
ments and penalties. ‘Then impartially 
consider what would be the relation of the 
people of the empire to oneanother? Were 
these the conditions, would not the strong 
imp se on the woak and seize their pro- 
perty? The many would oppress the few and 
that with great clamour. All the empire 
would be thrown into rebellion and con- 
fusion, and they would mutually destroy 
one another. ‘This is beyond controversy. 
‘Thus looked at, the nature of man is'vil, 
the good it shows is artificial, 




















Moreover, would one speak good of the 
ancients he must find a connection with 
the presont. Would one speak good of 
heaven, he must find evidences among 
mon. In all kinds of discussion it is an 
excellent thing when all the parts of the 
discussion can be brought together like 
the parts of a tally. ‘Then one may 
sit down and speak; arise, and be 
able to establish his principles; publish 
them and put them into practice. Now 
Moncius says, “Man’s nature is evil.” 
But he had no discrimination, nor agreo- 











ment, no tally, or verification. Ho sits 
down and speaks, then arises, but cannot 
put them into practice. Is not his error 
great indeed? Wherefore, if the naturo 
is good, do away with the holy kings, coaso 
the practice of propriety and rectitude. 
‘The nature is evil, then uphold the holy 
kings and esteem propriety and rectitude. 
‘The pressing-frame was originated be- 
cause of the crooked wood ; the marking- 
line was originated because things were 
not straight. Princes were set up to make 
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plain the principles of propriety and 
rectitude because the nature of man is 
evil. ‘Thus considered it is clear tho 
nature of man is evil, the good it shows 
is artificial. ‘The straight wood does not 
need the. pressing-frame ; it is by nature 
straight. Crooked wood must be put in 
the pressing-frame, steamed, bent, and 
then it becomes straight; and this is 
because it was not by nature straight. 
Now the nature of man is evil, and must 
be subjected to government of the holy 
kings, aud the transforming influences of 
propriety and rectitute ; then their efforts 
will be subject to government and united 
in good, ‘Thus considered it is plain 
man's nature is evil, the good it shows is 
artificial. 

IV.—Should we ask; is propriety 
and rectitude an accumulation of arti- 
ficial deeds, this being the nature of maa, 
and thus the sages were able to produce 
them, but the multitude was not able to 
produce them? I should reply: this cou- 
clusion is not necessarity so. ‘They produce 
them just as the potter beats.out the clay 
and produces a tile, but can it be said the 
tile is of the nature of the potter?

It 
wag impressed upon him that if she showed 
a liking for any of his toys, he was at once 
to give them up to her. “But why, 
mamma?” he demanded, evidently sur- 
prised. “Because, my dear, you are a 
little ian.” Should she break «them, he 
not to smack her head, or kick her——as 
his inssinct might prompt him todo. He 
was just-to say: ‘Uh, it is of no con- 
sequence, xtall,” and to look as if hemeant 
it, Sho was always to choose the game— 
to have the biggest apple. There was 
much more of a similar nature. It was all 
hecause he was alittle man, and she a 
little woman, At the end lie looked up, 
puzzled: “But don't she do anythi 
‘cos she’s a little girl?” It was expl 
to him that she didn’t. By right of being 
born alittle girl she was exempt from all 
duty. 

‘Woman nowadays is not. ‘taking any 
duty. She objects to housekeeping ; she 
calls it domestic slavery, and feels she was 
intended for higher things, What hig! 
things she does not condescend to explain. 
One or two wives of my acquaintance have 
persuaded their husbands that these higher 
things »re all-important. The houie has 

an given up. In eumpany with other 
strivers after higher things, they live 
now in dismal barracks, differing but 
little from u glorified Bloomsbury lodging- 
house. But they call them mansions or 
courts, and seem proud of the address, 
They are not bothered with servants— 
with housekeeping. ‘The idea of the 
modern woman is that she is not to be 
bothered with anything. I remember the 
words with which one of these Indie 
announced her departure from the bother- 
‘ing home: “Oh, well, Pm tired of 
trouble,” she confided to anothet 
Indy, ‘‘so I've made up my mind uor 
to "have any more of it.” Artemus 
Ward tolls us of a man who had been in 
prison for twenty years. ‘Suddenly a 
bright idea occurred to him; he opened 
tho window, and got out.” Hore have we, 
poor, foolish mortals been imprisoned in 
this troublesome world for Lord knows 
how many millions of years. We havo 
got so used to trouble, ive thought there 
wos no help for: it. Woe have told our- 
selves that “Man is born to trouble as the 
sparks fly upwards.” Wo imagined the 
only thing to be done was to bear it 
philosophically. Why did not this bright 
young creature come along before—show 
tus the way out. All wo had to do was to 
give, up the bothering home and the 
bothering sorvante, and go into a mansion 
or a court. It seems that you leave 
trouble outside—in charge of the hall- 
porter, one supposes. He ties it up for 
you as the Commissionsiro of the Army 
aud Navy Stores ties up your dog. If 
you want it again, you ask for it as you 
come out. Small wonder that the court 
and mansion are growing in popularity 
every day. 

. ‘TRE HIGHER LIFE. 

‘They have nothing to do now all day 
long, these soaring wives of whom I am 
speaking. ‘They would scorn to sew on a 
shirt-button even. Are there not other 
women—of an inferior breed—specially 
fashioned by Providence for the doing of 
such slavish tasks? They have no more 












































































bothers of any kind. They are free to 
lead the higher life. What I am waiting 
for is a glimpse of the higher life. One 
of them, it is true, has taken up the 
violin. Another of them is devoting her 
emancipation to poker work. A third is 
Jearning skirt-dancing. Are these the 
“higher things” for which women aro 
claiming freedom from all duty? And, 
if s0, is there not danger that the closing 
of our homes may lead to the crowding up 
of the world with too much of higher 
things? May there not, by the time all 
the bothers have been removed from 
women’s path, be too many amateur 
violinists in the world, too many skirt 
dancers, too much poker work? If not, 
what aro they? These “ higher things,” 
for which so many women are demanding 
twenty-four hours a day leisure, I want 
to know. 

One lady of my acquaintance is a Poor 
Law Guardian, and secretary to a Labour 
Bureau. But then she runs a house with 
two servants, four children, and a hus- 
band, and appears to be so used to 
bothers that she would feel herself lost 
without them. You can do this kind of 
work apparently even when you are 
bothered with ahome. It is tie skirt- 
dancing and the poker work that cannot 
brook rivalry. ‘The modern woman has 
begun to find children a nuisance; they 
interfere with her development. The 
mere man, who has written his poems, 
ainted his pictures, composed hi 
lodies, fashioned his philosophies, in 
the midst of life's troubles and bothers, 
grows nervous thinking what this new 
Woman must be whose mind is so tremen- 
dous that the whole world must be shut 
up, so to speak, sont to do its business 
out of her sight and hearing, lest her at- 
tention should be distracted. 

















NO MORE BOTHER, 

An optimistic friend of mine tells 
not to worry myself; tolls mo that it is 
going to come out all right in the end. 
Woman just now, he contends, is passing 
through her college period. The school 
life of strict surveillance is for ever done 
with, She is now the young Freshwoma: 
The bothering lessons over, tho 
bothering school-master she has said 
good-bye to. She has her latchkey, and 
is “on her own.” There aro still some 
bothering rules about being in at 12 
c’clock, and so many attendances each 

m at chapel. indignant. This 
interferes with her idea that life is to 
be ono long orgie of self-indulgence, of 
pleasure. The college period will pass— 
is passing. Woman will go out into the 
world, take her place there, discover that 
bothers were not left behind in the old 
schoolhouse, wil arn that life has 
duties, respo ties, will take up her 
burden side by side with man, will 
accomplish her destiny. 

Meanwhile, however, she is having a 
good time—some people think too good a 
time. She wants the best of both. She 
demands the joys of independence 
togeher with freedom from all work— 
Mavery she calls it, ‘The servants are not 
to be allowed to bother her, the children 
are not to be allowed to bother her, her 
husband is not to be“ allowed to bother 
her. She is to be free to lead the higher 
life. My dear lady, we all want to lead 
the higher life. I don’t want to write 
these articles. I want somebody else to 
bother about my rates and taxes, my 
children’s boots, whilst I sit in an easy- 
chair and dream about the wonderful 
books I am going to write, if only a 
stupid public would let me. Tommy 
Smith of Brixton feels that he was 







































intended for higher things. He does not 
want to be wasting his time in an office 
from nine to six adding up figures, His 
proper place in life is that of Prime 
Minister or Fiold Marshal; he feels it. 
Do you think the man has no yearning 
for higher things? Do you think we like 
the office, the shop, the factory? We 
ought to be writing postry, painting 
pictures, the whole world admiring us. 
You seem to imagine your man goes off 
every morning to a sort of City picnic, 
has eight hours’ fun—which he calls 
work—and then comes home to annoy 
you with chatter about dinner. 

It is the old fable reversed; mau 
said woman had notiiing to do all day 
but enjoy herself. Making a potato pio ! 
What sort of work was that? Making 
a potato pie was a lark; anybody could 
make a potato pie. So the woman said, 
“Try it,” and took the man’s spade and 
went out into the field, and left him at 
home to make that pie, The man dis- 
covered that potato pies took a bit more 
making than he had reckoned—found 
that running the house and looking after 
the children was not quite the merry 
pastime he had argued. Man was’a fool, 
Now it is the woman who talks without 
thinking. How did she like hoeing tho 
potato patch? Hard work, was it not 
my dear Indy? Made your back ache. 
Itcame on to rain, and you got wet.

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Sergeant MacGregor stated the charge, 
after which Detective-sorgeant Vaughan 
gave evidence that about 7 p.m. on the 
22nd instant a telephone message was 
received at Hongkew ‘Police Station to 
the effect that a foreign woman had ar- 
rived at the Hospital seriously injured, 
and thatthe matter required a police 
investigation. Witness visited the Hos- 
pital, and from a conversation ‘with the 
injured woman and his knowledge of 
previous trouble between her and the 
dofondant, he was led to suspect that the 
dofondant was responsible for her injuri 
About nine o'clock the same evoning wit- 
ness and Detective-sergeant Kingston 
arrested the defendant in Minghoug Road, 
but he denied all knowledge of the affair. 
He was taken to the Hospital and there 
identified by tho injured woman as her 
assailant. His residence was searched, 
sand there a number of blood-stained 
tlothes were discovered. At 11 p.m. that 
night Dr, Marsh, who was attending the 
injured woman, said she was a little better 
and it would not yet be necessary to take 
her statement, there being no immediate 
danger... Next morning witness wa 
formed that the woman had had a good 
night and her condition was improved. 

His Honour said the defendant would 
romain in charge of the French Cousulate 
and would be sent to the Frouch Muni- 
cipal gaol to await his trial upon the 
return of the Consul-Gonersl.

Mr. Walker, of 
plaintiff’s firm, identified the note ‘and 
testified that repeated demands had been 
made upow defendant for payment, but 
without result — Plaintiff's connsel then 
called several witnesses, who 
to the contents aud value of the Rest: 
rant attime of sale. The defendant, te: 
fying in his own behalf, admitted the 
execution of the note, bit claimed that the 
propriotors of the Restaurant had agreed 
to socure a transfor of the licence to him, 
which they had failed to do. In sum- 
ming up, counsel for plaintiffs pointed out

Wong Ah-kew was charged on remand 
with the murder of Lika dlias Kudar Bux 
at No. 90, Kwangse Road between 4 and 
5 a.m. on the 1th of August. 

Nee Lai-fob, accused's wife, was charged 
with being an accessory after the fa 

Inspector Wilson, iho conduete? the 
prosecution, narrated the cireumstarices 
of the crime as revealed by tho Inquest 
before H. B. Ms Coroner 

He then called the witnesses present 
at the inquest, whose evidence was 
stantially the same as that given before 
the Coroner. 

There was one fresh witness, the wife 
of native P.C. 319, who lived in the same 
room as accused, divided from him by a 
mat partition. ‘The wituess stated that 
she knew nothing abont the murder ; she 
heard no noise in the night and knew: of 
no quarrel between accused and deceased, 
‘The only important evidence she gave 
was that she saw accused's wife witha 
pair of shoes in her hand the following 
morning. These shoes were found-in a 
basket under accuse’s bed, hidden under 

















some paper. They boro stsins of blood. 


By Inspector Wilson—Witness did not 
state at the police station that she was 
awakened by thenoisedf somoone running 
downstairs. 

‘The other witnesses called wore’ Wong 
Ah-mow, the hawker who was slesping in 
the alleyway that night; Sergt. Lawrence ; 
P.C. 588 (Native) ; Dot. Sorgt. Eek ; P.C. 
Aiers ;a watchman who lived with deceas- 
ed; and a native detective. 

‘The Assessor agreed to take Dr. Mar- 
shall’s evidence from the Coroner's notes 
he depositions, 

Accused said he had been living at 
No. 90 Kwangso Road for about four or 
five years. Tho Indians had also lived 
there four years. Accused sublet half 
his room to the wife of P.C. 319, At 
first deceased used to come in by another 
entrance, but for the last two years:he 
had been using the samo stairs. “Accused 
and deceased did not associate with each 
other, but occasionally spoke to each 
other in Chinese. Accused very seldom 
went to deceased’s room, though deceased 
sometimes came to his. Deceased very 
seldom went out at night. He some- 
times called accused “ brother.” On the 
night of the 14th accused had to go outand 
returned early next morning. When he 
returned it was neatly daybreak. When 
he returned deceased sitting in 
his room drinking something, apparently 
wine, and eating’ bread. When accused 
got upstairs deceased callod him brother, 
and he stopped. Lika invited him to 
take some wine, but he refused. Lika 
asked accused where he had been and 
made fun of him, and asked him where 
his wife was. Ho said ho had plenty of 
money and he wanted accused's wife. 
Deceased had a knife by him to cut the 
bread. Accused refused to let him have 
his wife aud went down stairs. Deceased 
followed him and fell down. ‘The conver- 
sation was ontirely in Chinesv. Accused 
had no knife. Deceased pursued him 
and wanted to stab him, so accused pushed 
him aud he fell faco downwards. This 

happened upstairs noar the door of 
decoased’s room. Decexsed did uot 
ery, but pursued accused to the eutrance 
of the alleyway. Deceased then returned 
upstairs. Accused returned to his house 
about 7 a.m. and found deceased was not 
thore. He kuew nothing more about it. 
When he returned there was a pair of 
slippers at the top of the stairs, ‘There 
was no blood in accuseit’s room, 

By the Assessor—aAfter necused pushed 
deceased the latter pursued him. De- 
ceased was drunk at the time. 

Accused’s wife stated that on the night 
of the 14th accused did not come home, 
as he had quarrelled with her In the 
morning she went ont to look for him. 
She was awakened by a number of people, 
who said a murder had been committed. 

Inspector Wilson pointed out that the 
medical evidence showed deceased to 
have several cuts on his body. If he 
had fallen on his‘ knife this would not 
have been the case. 

Accused could uot tell whether deceas- 
ed had the knife in his hand when he 
pursued him. 

Judgment was reserve.

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BRITISH 
AND RUSSIAN 


COLONISATION. 


29th September. 

Wer may search the records of 
history through and through 
without finding two other such 
colonising races as the Russian 
aud the British. Phoenician, Greek, 
and Roman, each in his day, did all 
that was then possible to plant 
colonies across the sea, the two 
former with the same guiding prin- 
ciple which marks the British, the 
last intent on political expansion 
quite as much as on growth in com- 
merce, and hence more closely allied 
to the Russian system of the past 
century, There must necessarily be 
much resemblance between the 
methods which have brought about 
such similar results. Neither nation 
had done much towards the founda- 
tion of the great empire which it 
now owns until the seventeenth 
century, and then, while England 
turned her eyes to thé lands of the 
setting sun, the Russians looked to- 
wards the east. Both had a surplus 
stock of bone and sinew to dispose of, 
and this notwithstanding that their 
populations then would appear piti- 
fully small compared with the num- 
bers of the present day. In both the 
spirit of enterprise was based partly 
upon the desire to better a somewhat 
hopeless condition at home, and partly 
upon the love of adventure which 
was, so to spenk, in the air at the 
time. England was small in size and 
without. sufficient land for her most 
enterprising sons; Russia had land 
to spare, but it was not for the serf. 
Hence in the beginuing emigration 
swas spontaneous, Sometimes reli- 
gious persecution came to the aid 
‘of adventure and spurred those to 
depart who might otherwise have 
stayed at home, but the great-induce- 
ment was the persistent brightness 
of the star of hope. 

On-e established in the new lands 
the resemblances between the British 
and Russian pioneers did not cease. 
Both had to undergo untold suffer- 
ings, both failed again and again, 
‘Phe early annals are sketched some- 
times in blood, sometimes in the 
more deadly hues of famine and dis- 
sease. Quarrels arose between the 
new-comers and the aboriginal in- 
habitants, quarrels that, with human 





nature as itis, were inevitable, and 
it must be’ confessed that here also 
the resemblance in method continues 
Both Russian and Briton had scant 
pity for the uncivilised tribes amongst 
whom they had thrust- themselves 
when once the blood feud had begun, 
and the result could not be far differ- 
ent in either case. The savage went 
down before the better-armed, better- 
trained white. Later times have 
seen the courses of the two nations 
diverge in this respect. England 
has done much to teach her subject 
races and to lead them gradually to 
that higher plane to which she has 
herself attained. Russia on the other 
hand has done little or nothing to 
teach any of tine many tribes under 
her control. She has indeed done to 
them as she has done to her own 
people:-she tried to keep them in 
ignorance as a matter of policy. 


The British task in this respect 
has been lightened owing to the 
better stamp of colonist which has 
gone from our homelands as com- 
pared with those who have left Russia, 
The latter have almost without 
exception been of the poorer peasant 
class, utterly illiterate, without even 
a knowledge of agriculture worth 
niming. The British on the other 
hand have sent out an admixture of| 
classes, most of whom in the early 
times were the very pick of the 
population, men imbied with deter- 
mization enough to do anything, and 
skill sufficient to overcome the, un- 
accustomed difficulties of a new land. 
It was only the enterprising in those 
days who would venture thousanis 
of miles from home to surroundings 
of which they krew nothing but 
could imagine ‘much, To this day 
the American nation is reaping the 
benefits. of this pioneering spirit. 
‘There is nothiug to be surprised at 
in the enterprise which marks the 
‘American of the present. It would 
have been more surprising if it were 
otherwise. As late as forty years 
ago, the same stamp of countryman 
was leaving English villages to enrich 
the prairies and backwoods of the 
Unitid States, and in their turn to 
be enriched by them. Australin, New 
Zealand, and others of our colonies 
could tel! the same tale, The former 
in common with Siberia suffered at 
first from the foolish custom of 
transportation. The offscouring of the 
bome lands, and, in the case of Russia. 


crowds of political prisoners as well, 
were dumped: down in the new land. 
We long since leatnt the absurdity 
of such procedure, but the Russians 
have only receutly discovered that 
| transportation is good neither for the 
‘colony nor for the homeland. 

Such other differences as exist be- 
tween our: colonies and those of 
Russia are-due’ mainly to the char- 
acters of the two peoples. It isin 
the nature of the Briton to be self 
reliant, of the Russian to be sub- 
servient. In name, serfdom was 
abolished in 1860, but its effects etill 
remain, and must for generations yet 
to come, Ib is, however, certain that 
in the future “Russia will have 
grexter number .of sturdy colonista 
to dispose of than any other land. 
She is growing in population faster, 
her people doubling themselves in 
about half a century. She knows no 
Juxury. ‘be British lower classes 
are beginning to live too well to like 
roughing it miles away from neigh: 
bours in bush, backhood, or prairie. 
‘The tendency even in England herself 
is to desert country places and flock 
for company’s sake into cities. The 
Russian is still peasant, One point 
in which British colonies have had 
the advantage over their Russian 
counterparts has been in the greater 
honesty of the ruling class, Corrup- 
tion is expected in Russia as in 
China. No ordinary Russian seems 
to have any idea that it-could ever 
be otherwise, and until education has ~ 
become more widespread and iv, is 
seen that in other countries officials 
can be trusted to do only what is 
right, there is no hope of reform, 
Finally it is in Siberia alone that 
Russia can find room for her people 
Her Central Asian dependencies are’ 
already full enough, while in Canada, 
Australia, and Africa, Great Britain 
bas space to spare. a

Londen vii Bombay, 28th September. 

‘The French Press has received the 
Anglo-Japanese Treaty favourably 
and says there is, no reason why it 
should cause Anglo-Russian ill 
feeling. It considers that the safety 
of Indo-China has been strengthened 
by the alliance of Japan and a Power 
with which France has excellent 
relations, 

Article IV (dealing with the 
Indian frontier) is viewed with alorm 
at St. Petersburg, where it is con, 
sidered opened to the widest inter 
pretation.

Lord Curzon’s Resignation 
gearcely causes surprise, but the deep- 
est feoling of regret prevails that His 
Excellency should have’ met with treat- 
ment at the hands of the Home Govern- 
ment which left no other alternative open. 
Lord Curzon returned to India at a great 
sacrifice of his own private feelings, and 
no doubt realised that by doing so he 
imperilled his brillisnt reputation in this 
country. It is very difficult. if not impos- 
sible, for the sequel to equal the original; 
and ‘in this case-Lord Curzon’s task was 











beset with a thousand difficulties which 
could only be appreciated and understood 
onthe spot. 4s the “Times” remarks, 
iu the light of what has: happaned it is 
wiser for Viceroys not to extend the 
ordinary term of their office.” It is well 
known that only the strongest sense of 
duty induced His Excellency again to take 
up the reins, and it seems but a poor 
return for his devotion to the interests of 
his country that the matter should have 
been allowed to come to such a tragic 
conclusion.

complaining of the peace treaty, ‘The 
Japanese people aré consequently advised 
by the semi-official organ to settle their 
policy and to prosecute it indefatigably. 
‘They must not tarnish the glory of the 
victories and throw away what ‘has been 
gained at the terrible cost of blood. and 
money, ns then the net result of the war. 
would ‘atnount to having opened new and 
profitable markeis for standers-by ; rather ' 
should the iv.telligent public, the leading:

Viceroy Chang’s Railway Schemes. 

The follo telegram concerning 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung’s railway 
schemes is from the “ Nanfangpao.” It 
is dated Poking, the 27th inst. :— 

I have just secured the coutents of a 
secret memorial sent here three weeks 
ago by telegraph, in which Viceroy Chang 
Chih-tung reported that he had succeed- 
ed in cnncelling the ,Canton-Hankow 
Railway Agreement by the payment to 
the J. P. Morgan Syndicate of 6,750,000 
gold dollars. ‘This sum was to be paid in 
three instalments; the Ist to be paid at 
the signing of the Agreement cancelling 
the concession ; the 2nd instalment to be 
two months later; and the 3rd and 
instalment, six months later. The 
money for this purpose was borrowed 
entirely from the British Government at 
four and a half per cout for the period of 
twenty years, No discount on the loan 
was charged. The security for the 
Joan is the tax on prepared opium 
collected in Hukuang and Kuangtung 
provinces. 

I have Jearnt from « reliable source 
that, besides the security, the British 
Government demanded that the half of 
n engineers of the line should 
ish, and, besides, if avy furthor 
loan is to be made for the construction 
of the road, the British should have the 
first option. 

Vicoroy Chang has also tentatively 
promised that the Szechuan Railway will 
be constructed with British money. 

He has, moreover, given a pledge to 
the offecr that the other half of the en- 
gineers will be composed of Japat 
Wang Feng-ying, the Viceroy’s 
Seoretary, acted as intermediary.

‘I'he Commissioner of 
Customs has made such concessions that-tlie 
merchants and traders feel that business 
can be carried on without that perpetual 
friction that ultimately led to the recent 
riut. He has notified to the public three 
ings that seem to be accepted as a 
solution of the difficulty, viz : 

(1) That there shall be no collection of 
duty on miscellaneous articles of small 
value either on the launches or native 
pissage boats that come in and oubof th 
port, As the gravest injustico was said 
to have been perpetrated on these the 
satisfaction of the travelling public is of 
course very great. etd 

(2) It is declared that the old tariff shall 
once more some into force and dues will 
be levied accurding to that. It is difficult 
for an outsider to know exactly what this 
means. ‘The business men 
understand and as they are satished it 
must be something good. 

() Any person who is aggrieved, squeezed 
or muleted in any way will have the power 
to petition either to the Commissioner or 
he aifengting magistrate, when his caso 
will be carefully investigated, aud he will 
have his wrongs redressed. This last is 
a very important point as the Chinese 
dechire that all their attempts to get 
a hearing. fom’ the Commissioner were 
frustrated and consequently there were no 
appeals against decisions that they felt 
were unjust and severe. It is « great pity 
that the concessions which have put an 
end to the strike were not made earlier. 
Tr seems to the ordinary business man that 
there should never have been any need for 
astrike, The concessions simply hand 
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back to the Chinese their rights, which 
should not beve been interfered with, and 
if the practice of the Customs has been 
to violate the rights of the Chinese then { 
it is no wonder that an angry mob gather-

Repairs to de- 
fendants’ machinery had been done by 
plaintiffs for. several years past, aud 
counsel therefore desired farther particu- 
lars of the counter-claim.

days longer than it should have been, 
Defendants in their counterclaim’ ‘re- 
‘duced this period to four days. ‘Three 
main reasons were given by plaintiffs 
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for their failure. Tho first was the 
rotten state of the engine-room founda- 
tions, Evidence would be called to prove 
that plaintiffs had every opportunity of 
knowing what the state of the founda- 
tions was. As far asdefendants knew the 
foundations were perfectly capable of 
carrying the engines. The delay was not 
due to that, but if it was they had every 
opportunity of knowing the state of the 
foundations before they commenced the 
work, ‘The second reason given was that 
the intake pipe by which wator was sups| 
plied to the mill from the river was 3} 
inches, or less, in diameter and of in- 
sufficient capacity for the new pump. 
Defendants replied that it was not 3 
inches or less, und that, whatever it was, 
plaintiffs had every’ opportunity of 
knowing, as they had done so many repairs 
and alterations at the mill. It was the 
very first thing anyone would know about 
when dealing with the machinery. There 
was no question as to the delay being due 
to tho working of th pump. It 
was very negligent of plaintiffs to supply 
a pump of that capacity. The third 
reason given was that the breakdown 
was duo toa large iron nut, which for 
some reason unknown had been left 
inside the pump and had broken off and 
smashed somo of the castings. Eventually 
the new pump was taken away, and de- 
fondants quite appreciated the fact that 
plaintiffs had not charged anything for 
this pump, Tho mill went on as usual

The statement referred to it 
‘asa four-inch pipe, nd witness had no 
reason for disbelieving that it was up to 
that measurement. Witness had never 
heard of the pipe being defeoive until 
this contract. Nor had he heard anything 
about tho foundations before Roughly 
speaking the damsyes were arrived at 
by taking the daily profits made in the 
usual run at the market prices. rul- 
ing at the time, or rather the prices of 
contracts, running at the, time. The 
27th of January was taken as the 
average day’s run of 24 hours. The 
hands’ wages had to be paid, even though 
the mill was stopped. The mill was at’ 
present running with the old pump. 
There had been no trouble with the

Cross-examined—Negotiation: 
gard to the new installation began when 
witness was in Shanghai. The Mill Com- 
pany was not in the habit of overhauling 
its machinery at certain intervals. It was 
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‘Witness could not say whether the vacuum 
of the old pump was the same as it was last 
year. They were not dependent onthe tide 
Yor the working of the pump. He remem- 
bered, however, a time when work had to 
be stopped at low water. He thought 
this was before the 4-inch intake was put 
down. Witness thought the foundations 
had been examined by Mr Blechynden 
since 1899, but no inspection of founda- 
tions had been ordered. He was not 
aware that the foundations were in a bad 
state, or that it was necessary to insert 
a stoel caisson before the new pump could 
be put down. Witness was not entirely 
satisfied with the working of the injection 
pump at present.

The new pump might have been 
connected with the main engine on the 
8th of January, and also with the pipe 
line, He could not say thst the pipeline 
was tested that day. So far as the new 
pump and pipes were concerned there 
was nothing to prevent _—_ work- 
ing on the 10th of = January, 
‘The old pump was being used now, and the 
average vacumn was 18 inches, so that 
some advantase was, being derived from 
the lowering of the pipe. 

Re-examined—Witness understood that 
the piping for the new pump: was to be laid 
some 7 feet lower than that. of the old 
pump, so that they could get water at that 
much’ lower level from the river. There 
was nothing the matter with the beddivg 
ofthe old pump piping before digging 
operations were commenced for tho new 
pump. The mill was still dependent on 
the condition of the tide for water. 

"This closed the defendants’ case, 

‘Mr. Wright said his clients contracted 
to put in a now pump, condensor, and 
main injection pipe. ‘This pump was 
to obtain an increased vacuum. ‘They 
got 16 or 18 inches with the old pump, 
and it was the opinion of the plaintifts 
that with this new pump and a larger 
injection pipe a vacuum of 25 or 26 
inches could be obtained, Mr, Ble- 
chynden had an interview with the man- 
ager of the mill and he (Mr. Blechynden) 
said that if it was to be a success they 
must have a largor pipe. Before the 
Ist of Joriuary the new pump was 
put’ in, “and “on the same dato 
work on the pipe line was commenced. 
When the plaintiffs began to dig the 
pipo tronches the defendant's manager 
said : “You must not go on digging thes 
trenches while the mill is working, as the 
ground is in a bad condition, and if you 
continue the wall of the mill will col- 
lapse.” Tho mill was stopped and the 
trenches were dug and the pipe laid. On 
the 8th of January tho pipe was roady, 
and on the 9th it was tested with water, 
‘The pipe lino and pump were then ready 
for oporating, but owing to ono of the 
boilers not being in order and also owing 
to other repairs to the ecovomiser the 
ongines wero not ready to test the pump 
and pipe line, so thoy had to wait until 
the 18th when a mishap occurred. 
Fortunately tho old pump was there, and 
it was coupled up, and after a short delay 
the mill proceeded to ran. Ou the Sun- 
day the old pump broke down, but that 
was no fault of the plaintiffs. Counsel 
then further outlined the evidence he 
was going to call. 

‘Mr. Blechynden, manager to the plai 
tiffs, said he had sole charge of this 
contract. In Soptomhor he tendered for 
the installation of a pump and conden- 
sing plant, but he never gave any 
guarantoo as.to the date of the comple. 
tion of the work. In ordinary circum. 
stances the work should certainly have 
eon completed in six days. On the 
16th of September he had an interview 
with Mr. Wenck,and advised that in order 
to ensure a success a 5-inch pipe should 
be used. It was decided to try the 
pump on the existing line and if it 
Proved “unsatisfactory to change it, 
Afterwards it was reported to witness in 
that part-of the pipe was only 34 inches 
diameter.
